Exodus from Queensland growing 


THE warning by 
Brisbane Lions’ 
Frank Liddell that 
southern teams 
were set to raid 
Queensland Soc- 
cer came too late. 

The floodgates are 
about to open and the 
latest crop of Queens- 
land stars are set to fol- 
low a well-worn path. 

Liddell last week 
called on the Queens- 
land Soccer Federation 
to declare its plans for 
a combined team in 
the National League 
after having to shield 
his grand final side 
from approaches by 
three NSL clubs. 

Liddell said the 
southern clubs were 
wanting to “pick the 
eyes” out of his team 
and other leading 
XXXX League sides. 

He predicted they 
would succeed unless 
the QSF offered the 
locals an NSL incen- 
tive to stay. 

In one of the most 
prophetic statements 
of the season, Liddell 
was to be proven right 
just 24 hours later 
when it was revealed 
two of his players had 
been approached. 

Russell Stewart had 
received a solid offer 
from ‘down under’ 
club, Blacktown City, 
while fellow Lions 
midfielder Nick Mere-

operation next season. 

“I can’t say no to 
these offers then find 
Brisbane United de- 
layed another 12 
months at the end of 
next season,"’ Mere- 
dith said. 

The talented left- 
footer said if he opts to 
head south it would be 
for a long term stint. 

“Pve had an offer 
from one of the better 
NSL sides and if I get 
my chance there, I 
doubt whether I would 
consider coming back 
next year for Brisbane 
United, particularly if 
Bruce Stowell (the cur- 
rent Queensland coach) 
was not the coach,” he 
said. 
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Liddell said he was 
not surprised backdoor

“We are currently 
having meetings with 
people on the best 
ownership and finan- 
cial structure for a 
combined entry. 

“Once the most vial- 
ble method of running 
the club is established, 
we will be able to start 
putting into place the 
more novel aspects 
like an official name 
and colours, which are 


the things which 
attract the most 
publicity.” 


The biggest hurdle 
for any combined 
Queensiand entry is 
that currently no ave- 
nue exists for such a 
team to be added to 
the NSL. 

Under’ existing 
rules, the only way for 
Brisbane United to get 
into the 1990 summer 
season would be to 
play in the XXXX 
League next season, 
winning the premier- 
ship, and be the state’s 
club entry in the prom- 
otion play-offs against 
the Victorian and 
South Australian 
champions. 

But Australian Soc- 
cer Federation presi- 
dent Ian Brusasco said 
Queensland’s future 
could be in their own 
hands. 

“If Queensland 
could come up with a 
properly formed and 
constituted Brisbane 
United, then the ASF 
and NSL would have 
to look very seriously 
at including them in 
the competition,” he 
said.

But 
unfortunately, most of 
it was his on-field sky- 
larking — probably 
brought on by the fact 
that at times it is all so 
easy for the gifted mid- 
fielder. 

Stewart has vowed 
those days are over 
and now he wants to 
get his easily-attain- 
able share of top-level 
glory. 

“T’ve got to have 
another crack at Natio- 
nal League to be hap- 


py within myself that I 
achieved all I could,” 
Stewart said. 

The birth of his first 
child in November has 
prompted Stewart to 
reject approaches to 
head south for the in- 
augural NSL summer 
season, which starts 
that month, but from 
the New Year he will 
be open to offers un- 
less concrete proposals 
are put forward for a 
combined Brisbane en- 
try in the 1990 NSL.

Lord, who had gone 
31 first team games 
without defeat, gained 
some revenge with a 
acrobatic one-handed 
save in the SSth 
minute. 

Stars pulled one 
back when Lee Scrig- 
gins score from close 
range after the ball hit 
the woodwork twice 
in a goalmouth Melee. 

But any thoughts of 


a North Star fightback 
were snuffed out by 
Stewart sheer tricky 
and clinical shooting 15 
minutes later on a 
freekick on the edge of 
the box. 

With regular dead- 
ball partner John 
Ogden on the bench, 
Stewart briefed mid- 
fielder Mick Tonner 
who proceeded to give 
what he later described 
as ‘tan oscar-winning 
performance for best 
supporting actor”. 

Tonner ran over the 
ball then threw his 
arms in the air in “dis- 
gust” for the “botch- 
ed” freekick. 

Amid the tantrum, 
he casually sidefooted 
to Stewart who hit a 
blistering shot through 
the narrow gap be- 
tween the end of the 
wall and Lord. 

Lions coach Frank 
Liddell, revelling in 
the happiest Lions 
dressing rooms this 


season, stated the ob- 
vious in labelling Ste- 
wart ‘‘a different 
class”. 


“He has finally real- 
ised that he can play a 
lot better than he has 
this season,” Liddell 
said. 

“But the whole team 
gave a committed 
effort. 


“T told them two 
weeks ago that they 
only had to win three 
games for the grand 
final.

Scottish relief as Mo 
Johnston survives test = 


A young Catholic 
named Mau 
Johnston walked 
off a Glasgow soc- 
cer pitch in one 
piece a month or 
so ago and Scott- 
ish soccer 
breathed a collec- 
tive sigh of relief. 

Like a modern 
Daniel in the lion's 
den, Johnston had just 
played for the 
“wrong” side in the 
notorious Glasgow 
derby that pits the 
traditionally all-Pro- 
testant Rangers 
against pro-Catholic 
Celtic. 

The 26-year-old for- 
mer Celtic star is the 
first Catholic to play 
for Rangers and 
police, aware of the 
potential for trouble, 
turned out in force for 
the sell-out match at 
Celtic Park. 

Scotland's football 
hierarchy also feared 
that any violence 
under the glare of the 
world media could 
lead to the current ban 
on English clubs in 
Europe being applied 
north of the border. 

In the event the 
55,000 fans behaved 
noisily but well during 
the 1-1 draw and John- 
ston slipped quietly 
from the stadium to his 
secret address under 
the protection of a per- 
sonal bodyguard. 

His fears are hardly 
misplaced in a country 
where soccer is seen, 
often through a semi- 
drunken haze, as an 
acceptable substitute 
for nationalistic or 
religious wars.

founded in 1887 and 
quickly assumed their 
us as a Protestant 
tion after mov- 
g to the Govan Dock 
district of Glasgow. 
The dockers had 
close family and cultu- 
ral links with the Uls- 
ter Protestants whose 
Scottish ancestors had 
settled in the province 
in the 17th century. 
Meanwhile, on the 
other side of the city, 
Celtic Football Club 
was firmly establishing 
its identity among the 
improverished Irish 


fled their homeland 
after the famine of the 
1840s. 

The club was in fact 
founded by Irish 
Priests to aid local 
charities and, while 
never barring Protes- 
tants, attracted most of 
its talent from Scot- 
land’s 800,000 Catho- 
lics — a sixth of the 
population. 


Since the turn of the 
century the two giants 
have dominated Scott- 
ish football, occa- 
sionally scaled the 
heights of Europe and 
supplied more than 
enough folk drama for 
even the notoriously 
argumentative 
Glaswegians. 

In the clubs’ heyday, 
crowds of 130,000 
regularly turned up at 
derby games, though 
the 1971 Ibrox disaster 
when 66 people were 
killed in an accidental 
crush, put paid to the 
era of vast attend- 
ances. 


Ironically, Celtic en- 
joyed their finest spell 
— winning the Euro- 
pean Cup in 1967 — 
under the guidance of 
their first Protestant 
manager, the late Jock 
Stein. 

Stein, who gained a 
grudging admiration 
from even, the Rangers 
fans, used to poke gen- 
tle fun at the bizarre 
aspects of the rivalry 
with a tale that 
suddenly no longer 
holds true. 

“When I was at Cel- 
tic, if we had to choose 
between two equally 
promising youngsters 
— one Catholic and 
the other Protestant — 
I would always sign the 
later ... That way we 
at least knew the other 
wouldn’t end up at 
Rangers,” he said.
